IRON PRODUCTION. 


If the iron production of Canada were 
in any way proportionate to the value 
of the iron ore deposits, statistics Te- 
yurding this industry would be both 
interesting and startling. The fact, 
fowever, remains that in comparison 
the production 1s ex- 
ceedingly small, and Jn comparison 10 


the ore deposits awaiting development 


is hardly worth mentioning. A quarter 
«f a million tons is, approximately, 
Canada's average ircn ore output. Com- 
pured to the 44,500,000 tons produced ‘n 
the Uniled States. iron mining in the 


Pominion would, indeed, seem to be a 


very small branch of the mining in- 
dustry. . . 

The cause of this absence of fron min- 
ing are twofvld. In the first place, the 
deposits that are within reasonable dis- 
tance of civilization—namely, the im- 
mense areas in Quebec, north of the 
Si. Lawrence valley—are of the timen- 
its of titaniferous description, for which 
310 ©«satisfaclury system of economic 
sinelling has as yet been disquvered— 
or perhaps, one should say, has yet 
‘been made publicly knewn, for a group 
ef New York capitalists claim to have 
the right of an invention that is, by 
the electrolytic process, to expel the ti-

compete with the reduction of ordinary 
Magnetic ores. Be this as it may, il-

THE EMPIRE'S OUTER RIM 


HOW BRITISH RULE IS ENFORCED 
‘ IN FAR-OFE LANDS, 


-—— 


Emir of Hadeija Struck British Messen- 
ger and What Happened 
Shortly Afterward. 






Interesting . details of the campaigns. 
near Soketo and at Hadeija, in Northern 
Nigeria, in the spring of 1906, are given 
jn a repurt from Sir Frederick Lugard, 
‘British High Commissioner, just made 
public in London. 

A Madhi arouse et Satiru, a village 
fourteen miles south of Sokoto, in Feb- 
ruary. and a fanatical outbreak, directed 
aguinst the Emir as well as against Bri- 
tish rule, followed. The company of 
mounted infantry at Sokoto, under 
Lieut. F. E. Blackwood, immediately ad- 
vanced on Satiru and formed a square, 
The rebels charged and broke the 
sauare. routing the company with a loss 
of twenty-five killed. including Lieu- 
tenant bluckwood, Mr. H. R. Presten- 
Hillary, the Acting Resident. and his as- 
sistant, Mr. A. G. M. Scott. 

Within twenty-four days of the disas- 
ter a force of twenty-one officers and 526 
men 

ADVANCED ON SATIRU, 
which, as Sir F. Lugard observes, 
“under the circumstances is a perform- 
ance. of which the Northern Nigeria 
regiment may justly be proud.” 

The enemy charged.the square repeat- 
edly, and the village was finally tuken 
a’ the point of the bayonet. On the con- 
clusion .6f this expedition the Emir of 
Haudeija required attention. His leaders 
ussuined a boastful and independent at- 
tilude, and a band of fanatical leaders 
preached a Jehad' with disastrous re- 
sults. When the Emir was called on to 
surrender the principal agitators, he 
struck the British messengers, and con- 
temptuously invited the commanding 
cficers tu come, aid take the persons 
himself. ° 

He did so. A force of over 700 men 
and two guns at once moved on Hadeija. 
A mesenger was sent three limes to warn 
the people in the capital that if they laid 
duwn their arms and came out they had 
nothing to fear, and Colonel Cole, who 
cummmunded the expedition, was prepar- 
ing to send a fourth mesenger when the 
column was suddenly charged by a body 


OF NATIVE MOUNTED SPEARMEN. 


They were dispersed, but despite the 
heavy fire they reformed and charged 
again. Then the British troops forced 
their way into the town, where the 
streets were guarded by the enemy. 

It required about one and a half 
hours’ fighting to reach the Emir's en- 
closure. Here the resistance was very 
stubborn, but the entrance was at length 
forced, and the defenders killed or cap- 
tured. , ( 

The fighting men w Qrthed. with 
swords, spears, bows ar ‘OWS, and 
a few firearms. Many wore shirts of 
mail. The Emir and his son were shot 
when charging. boldly at a few yards’ 
distance. The heat was intense—115 de 
grees in the shiade, ~ ;

Bake in muffin rings or cook on wafile 
iron. 

‘Sour Milk Cake.—Take one cupful and 
a, half of flour, and into it work a piece 
of butter the size of an egg, a teacupful 
of sugar, and a heared teaspoonful of 
baking powder. Flavor with lemon, and 
work all into a light dough with one 
cupful and a half of sour milk. Make 
into small cakes, roll out, and bake 
quickly. “Eat hot, split and buttered. 

‘Russian Mince.—This is a good way 
of using up scraps of a joint. Cut up e 
pound of cold meat into dice. Chop up 
also any vegetables, ham, bacon, or suet 
pudding. ry all lightly in a little 
dripping. Season highly with pepper, 
salt, finely-chopped onions, parsley, and 
o tablespoonful of vinegar, stir all to- 
gether over the fire, and serve very hot. 
Garnish with sippets of toast.

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Iced Rice Cream.—Put half a cup of 
rice on to cook after washifg in boiling 
water; cook until rice is tender. Put 
through a fruit press or wire sieve, and 
return to saucepan. , Beat four egg 
yelks with one cup ef sugar until light; 
mix with rice. Remove from fire; when 
thick flavor with orange; set away to 
ccol. When cold pack in freezer until 
nearly frozen. Then stir.in a quart of 
whipped cream. Serve with oranges cut 
in haif. 

Calf’s Head Mould.—Is a very good 
dish that can be made from what is left 
of a boiled calfs head which has been 
served hot. ‘Yake off carefully every 
scrap of meat. Rinse a plain inould in 
cold water, pour in a little plain aspic 
jelly, and when nearly stiff arrange the 
meat neatly, mixing with it a few hard- 
boiled eggs cut,in slices and some pieces 
of ham. When the mould is almost full, 
pour in some more liquid aspic jelly, 
and leave to set. Turn out when quite 
cold, and serve garnished with parsley. 

Fruit Blancmange.—Take one pound 
of any sharp fruit, such as. currants, 
rhubarb, @r gooseberries, stew it with 
half a pint of waier, and two ounces of 
sugar till tender, strain through a 
tammy sieve. Measure the liquor, put a 
pint into a stewpan, and moisten the 
cornilour with cold water. When the 
juice comes to the boil, pour it on to the 
cornmilour, Which should be quickly 
stirred. Return all to the stewpan, and

ENGLISH JAIL ROMANCE 


— 


SEQUEL TO THE STORY OF AN 
ESCAPE FROM DARTMOOR. 


Convict Had to Steal a Suit of Clothes 
and Took the Remains .of 
Dinner. 


Through the recent recapture of two 
convicts who escaped from Dartmoor 
“ngland) Prison there has been brought 
lo light the story, never heretofore pub- 
lished, .of the romantic sequel to another 
escape made ten years ago, 

Escapes from the most famous of 
Britain's penal institutions are exceed- 
ingly rare and seldom does tne fugi- 
tive succeed in retaining his freedom 
for more than a day or two at most. 
The prison is situated in the midst of a 
desolate moorland region and is sur- 
rounded by bogs and morasses, which 
vffer tremendous obstacles to the con- 
Vict who makes a bid for liberty. If 
le betakes himself to the few roadways 
he is almost certain to be cuught be- 
Cause they are carefully watched when 
it becomes known that anyone has es- 
caped. Stimulated by the reward cf 
#2 which is paid for the recapture of 
a prisoner the farmers join in the man 
bunt zealously. Before he dares en- 
ter & town the fugitive must manage 
i exchange his jail uniform for ordin- 
ary clothing. This he can obtain only 
by stealing it. Destitute of money he 
bas to resort to the same method to get 
fcod, while still wearing the garb that 
brands him as a criminal doing time. 
Escape from within the prison walls 
is almost impossible—except in sensa- 
tional novels. It is only when fogs 
come up suddenly, as they are apt to 
¢o on the moors. that those who are 
»working outside the prison occasional- 
ly find a chance to 


GIVE THE GUARDS THE SLIP. 


A gang of 60 men was working on 
Christnas Eve, 1897, in the rear of the 
prison and some distance from it, when 
&@ fog was observed sweeping down up- 
on them. Three of them—Ralph Good- 
Win, William Carter and William Mar- 
uuu— decided to bolt when the mist 
enveloped them. At a signal given Ly 
Goodwin the three men dug their fin- 
gers into the earth, threy handfuls of 
soil into the faces of the guard and 
took to their heels. The warders were 
thrown into temporary confusion, but 
soon recovered. “Cover them; fire!” 
shouted the chief warder. Shots rang 
out; a scream followed andy Carter was 
picked up dead with a bullet through 
bis heart. He was undergoing a life 
sentence for brutal murder of an old 
man and only through the skill of his 
counsel had succeeded in cheating the 
gallows. The retribution that had over- 
tuken him, it was generally felt, was 
& just one.

A Desolate Land Near the North Pole— 
Prisoners Fish for @ 
Living. 


A writer in a New York paper tells of 
his experience as a Siberian prisoner 45 
{cllows :— 

“This is the policy of Russia in deal- 
ing with those whom she regards 8s 
firebrands, likely to set the heather 
ablaze—to remove them, far from the 
haunts of men, to take them. thousands 
of miles across wild>trackless country 
and set them to a new life in these a 
late solitudes. Siberia, vast, seemingly 
illimitable land,.is dotted with thouse 
of these penal establishments. 

“They are designedly distant from the 
railway, which ‘winds its way across the 
continent to Viadivosteck, and far, too, 
from any trade route of wagon or care- 
van, and hundreds of miles of wild 
country separate’ these settlements from 
one another, Here in these tiny convict 
communities vile criminals and those 
who are merely political offenders on 
dragging out an existence that is hel 
upon earth. 

“What if they attempt to escape? 
Guards surround them, and beyond the 
merciless guards lies the wild, open, 
barren country, where hunger and cold 
would torment them by day and where 
the ravenous wild beagts would assail 
them by night. 


A DESOLATE LAND. 


“I was sent once’ to a settlement in 
ths very northernmost part of Siberia, 
right on the fringe of the Arctic circle. 
it was only some 23 degrees from the 
North Pole. On that occasion I was one 
of a party of eight. We were taken by 
train to the Russian border and then 
driven in a jolting wagon over the 
rough. half formed roads for hundreds 
of miles into the interior of Siberia. 
\We.came at last to a small‘town on the 
River Yenesel. We underwent a fifleen 
days’. journey down the river in & boat. 
It was a small open boat, unprovided 
with any sail, and there was no sheiter 
from the weather. Often we were land- 
«l on the bank and camped out in the 
open, lying on the ground. 

“The little village at which we arrived 
eventually, and where we were to settle, 
was in the midst of a desolate land. For 
1UC versts around not another human be- 
ing dwelt. (A verst, 1 may explain, 1s 
about three-quarters of a mile, according 
to English measurement). ‘The village 
was a collection of 40 huts, and the total 
population did not number mofe than 
19) persons. Included among these were 
an officer and fifteen soldiers and a 
priest! The rest of the inhabitants, save 
the convicts, were natives of the land, 
a half-wild people called Tunguses. 

“We prisoners were ‘boarded’ with 
these semi-savages, having to share their 
primitive hut dwellings and being large- 
ly dependent on them for food. We 
lived chiefly upon fish and such wild 
animals as could be trapped, with a few 
reots. Of bread we got but very little. 
The country around was so marshy that 
it was almost impossible to cultivate the 
seil, and flour and other things had’ all 
to be brought up by the river. 

“The Government makes an allowance 
of three or four roublés a month for 
each prisoner, according to the class to 
Which he belonged. Well-to-do convicts 
ure allowed injpre than those who come 
from the ranks of the workers. With 
{his money we had to find ourselves in 
food, a large part of which we had, of 
course, to purchase from the natives 
but we were permitted to fish ourselves, 
and thus helped to eke out our scanty 
sum,

let on the subject in 1904, giving some 
details of the process and a record of 
the buttermaking at the dairy school 
{61 twelve months. Montreal butter ex~ 

raiers who have handled the butter 
ome creameries which have adopted 
this process, tave spoken very highly of 
the quality of the butter. 

Strictly speaking, it is not a sweet 
cream process, the large amount of 
“starter” or ‘ferment added to the cream 
gives it an dcidity of about 3 per cent., 
or sufficient to be sour to the ashe | 

By this process there is less danger of 
injury to the quality of butter from un- 
desirable germs which mgY have been 
in the milk if the cream’ churned soon 
after separating than if these germs are 
allowed to multiply during the ripening 
process. If the cream is pasteurized, 
the danger is lessened still more. The 
importance of acidity is recognized in the 
large amount of ferment added. 

In the application of this process -to 
ordinary creamery practice a number of 
things have to be considered. In the 
first place a first-class pasteurizing and 
cooling outfit, especially the latter, is 
absolutely essential, Very few cream- 
eries are properly equipped in this re- 
spect. This implies also an ample sup- 
pi!y of cold water and ice, 

A practical objection. to the process 
for hot weather is that the churning, 
werking and backing of the butter is 
net completed until late in the after- 
noon, while in the ripened crgum pro- 
cess the churning can be done in the 
early morning and cooler part of the 
day. . 

A bulletin has been published by the 
Department of Agriculture, Ottawa, not 
with a view of advocating the adoption 
c! the process, but simply for the pur- 
pose of giving information to those who 
muy be interested in the subject. 

In this bulletin are given the results 
of an investigation by F. T. Shutt, chem- 
ist of the Central Experimental Farm. 
Six churnings were made, three with 
sweet cream and three with ripened 
cream, equa! quantities of the same 
cream being used for each process in 
three separate trials. The objsct was to 
ascertain the correctness of the claims 
made for this process that there is an 
avoidance of all foreign and bad fla- 
vers, an improvement in the keeping 
qualities, a saving in the time of butter- 
making and no greater loss of bulter 
fat than by the ordinary method. 

It was found that there was no greater 
loss by the sweet cream process than 
by the ordinary method provided the 
cream used’ in the former is of the-requl- 
site richness. The butter from the sweet 
cream procéss was somewhat drier and 
contained less curd, from which it may 
b> inferred that its keeping qualities 
were better. 


CAN BUTTER FAT BE INCREASED BY 
FEEDING ? 


This is an important question. I have 
taken a great interest in it for moré than 
fifty years, writes Mr. Benjamin Craw- 
ford. 1 have tried to solve it for my- 
self. 1 have read a great deal on both 
sides of the question and the writers on , 
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sugar till tender, strain through -a 
lammy sieve. Measure the liquor, put a 
pint into a stewpan, and ipoisten the 
cornflour with cold water.

The dripping from roast meat. the 
shimmings of Soups, and rendereddown 
fai. from meal trimmings serve the same 
purpose when clarified thoroughly, as 
lurd or butter. Use beef dripping for 
basting beef and game, keep mutton 
dripping for frying cutlets, fish, ete. 

To Clean Windows Easily.—When you 
are turning oul a rooin, muke some 
pewdered whitening into a thin paste 
with cold water, smear this all over the 
panes wilh a piece of rag. When dry, 
lightly rub off, and polish the glass with 
clean dusters. The window is thus 
cieaned easily and quickly. 

How to Save Starch.—After using a 
bow] of starch do not throw away what 
is left. Put the basin on one side, and 
when the starch has dropped to the bot- 
tom pour off the water. Place the basin 
in the oven for five minutes. The starch 
will be found in hard cakes, and can be 
pit away ready for use another day. 

To Remove Inkslains from Clothes.— 
If a teaspoonful and a half of salt is 
added to a gill of milk, it will rernove 
inkstains from either white or colored 
things. If the stains have been allowed 
i) remain for some timé they must. be 
left soaking in the milk for one or two 
hours, but they” should, if possible, be 
removed at once. Fruit stains may also 
be taken out in the same manner.

It appears that upon the payment of 
a@ small weekly fee, a clever Woman may 
guln an easy entey to what are known 
ws “nursing home,” some of which, it 
is alleged. are nune too particuler in 
establishing the buna fides of a fresh 
“pupil.” Once inside such u home, she 
is satd to become a nurse, and may ac- 
tually be sent out the next day to at- 
tend a rich patient. 

That such a state of affairs as this ex- 
ists Was admitted to a newspaper repre- 
sentative by a well-known London phy- 
siciun.. He added: “Il am serry to sav 
{hut there are some ‘shady’ nursing 
establishments which do net scruple to 
seng out unskilled women in order to 
collect us many fees as possible.”

There is one 
thing I do not know, and that is, hew 
ths cow makes the inilk or how long 
the material from” which she makes it 
is in her system before it is turned into 
milk. There is dne thing I think, and 
that is that she cannot Make it out of 
air and water alone. This I do know, 
that when I fed my cows well in the 
Winter, especially when they were dry,. 
they gave more and better milk next 
summer. . 

- One of the advantages of winter dairv- 
ing, to make it pay, is that the cows 
have to be fed grain. No cow that I ever 
fed did her best until she was fed grain 
for six months, and some of them for a 
longer time. I ain convinced that by 
feeding well “the cows of New Bruns- 
wick would give more than ‘twice as 
much milk as they do at present and 
that the percentage of butter fat would 
be raised at least one per cent. With

Trees” as Conductors, and How They 
Might “Become an Absolute 
Protection. 


In this country we have no means of 
ascertaining precisely what is the 
amount of mischief done by lignining. 
In Rrance and Germany statistics on the 
bubjést are systematically dabulated by 
the Government every year. If coln- 
plete stalistics were accessible there can 
be little doubt they would show that the 
annual loss of life and property is far 
greater than is commonly supposed. In 
one respect tue damage ‘is often greater 
than it need be, even apart from any 
cpnsideration of lightning conductors. 

During five or six days in the summer 
of 1884 it was estimated by a competent 
authority that besides other mischief not 
less, than six hundred animals of one 
sort and another in England were killed 
by lightning. mast of them being she&p 
and cattle in the field. In all such cas- 
ualities it is usual to regard the carcases 
@s unfit for human food, says the Lon- 
dér. Chronicle, and they are ordinarily 
buried. Mr. Attfield, professor of chem- 
istry to the Pharmaceutical Society, has

Lnited States Citizen Favors Adoption 
t of British Law. 


R. Newlon Crane, a well-known Am- 
erican lawyer in London, explaining lo 
une of his countrymen the statement 
that there were over 11,000 people imn- 
prisoned for debt last year in Englemd, 
.aid: 

When persons are imprisoned because 
of debts it is due to the fact that in the 
judgment of the court such persons, al- 
though quite able to meet their -obli- 
vations, wilfully and contemptuously 
refuse to du so, . 

“It is like this. The bulcher or baker 
gets a judgment aguinst a customer for 
svy, £5 (825). The customer has 10 
Visible property on which to levy an 
«xeculion., The debtor is summoned, 
und the court makes a careful inquiry 
into his circumstances—his wages, the 
number in his fumily, ele. Hf, in the 
courl’s judgment, he is able to pay, say, 
5 shillings ($1.25) a week, he is ordered 
lo pay it. If he fails bo do so, and, on 
a second inquiry, is unable to prove his 
inability to comply with the court's or- 
der, he is sent to prison for contempt 
uf that order, 

“It is imy experience that the judges 
are very Tenient toward debtors, = Ne 
honest mun is ever embarrassed or im- 
prisoned by them. Possibly the deb-

Selling dead 
things seems {o be a mania in Luxor. 

While our party was returning from 
a visit to the tombs of the kings a veil- 
ed woman riding a donkey offered for 
sale a beautiful green beetle which she 
had found on a palm tree and had im- 
paled. A little further on a smal) girl 
curried a dead sparrow, which from 
pure instinct she held out for sale. 

Dealers in scurabs are in évidence 
everywhere on the streets and the trav- 
eller can buy these quaint ornaments 
by the hundred, by the dozen or by the 
pece and at all prices, It is seldom 
{hat the streey dealers. ‘have anything 
genuine in ne way of antiques, aside 
from pieces 6f mummies, for when 
they do find’ them they sell them at 
good prices to shopkeepers, who kagw 
where to dispose of them in turn. 

Tiny clay or mud statues of the great 
Frumeses II. are for sale at any price.

Few People Understand It — 118 Tons 
.of Water Per Acre.

Few pcople have an adequate idea of 
the amount of water that descends froin 
the clouds during a rainstorm, We 
reed in the weather bulletins that 2 to 
% inches of rain sometimes fall in a day 
ond that in our last rainy spell nearly 
5 inches fell in forty-eight hours; but 
tnese figures really convey very lille 
information to our minds and give :° 
nm idea at all of the prodigalify of na- 
ture. 

An acre contains 6 640 square 
inches af surface, and an inch of rain 
means, therefore, the.same number <f 
cubic inches of water. A gallon con- 
teins 277.27 eubic inches of water, and 
an inch of rainfall means 22.622 gallons 
to the acre, and, as a gallon of water 
weighs 10 pounds, the rainfall on an 
acre is 226.220'pounds. Counting 2,000 
pounds to the ton, an inch of rain means 
over 113 4onus per \acre.

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To many persons the “Library for the 
Blind” in New Yerk City does not mean 
anything. But to hundreds of other men 
and women who have a father or mo- 
ther, husband, wife son or daughter, 
brother -orgsister who is ttrus afflicted, 
the very Word “library” is like a burst 
of sunshine, 

The last census of ‘the United States 
showed there were between 70,000 and 
£0,000 blind persons in the country, The 
New York State census for 1900 gives 
the number of blind there alone as 6,008. 
Se it will readily be seen that “the army 
oi the blind” is not a fictitious phrase. 
And because of their sad affliction these 
persons Jive a life entirely apart from 
the rest of the world. Unless they are 
trained, time hangs like a heavy weight 
upon their hands. 


CHILD OF AGED BLIND MAN. 


The New York Library for the Blind 
is the child, of Richard Randall Ferry, 
who lost. hi sight when an aged man 
and sought occupation for himself and 
others. Mr. Ferry interested Dr. Brad- 
ley, then the rectoi of St. Agnes’ Chapel, 
in the collection of literature, and ob- 
tained from the church the free use of 
a room in the basement of the chapel, 
Which is near the present location, » 

The New York library is considered 
ethe best in the country because it is car- 
red on along such broad lines, There 
are three other large public. libraries for 
the blind. One is the department for 
the blind of the Albany State Library, 
which has a large circulation. Another 
is the Pennsylvania Home Teaching 
Sociely amd Free Circulating Library 
for the Blind in Philadelphia. And still 
another is thé department for the blind 
iz the Congressional Library at Wash- 
ington, where lectures and entertain- 
ments for the blind are a part of the 
work of the library, 


MAIL CARRIED FREE. 


Hundreds of books are sent out and 
returned to the library each week 
through the mails, and according to a 
recent federal law passed, Uncle Sam 
curries all this matter free, which in 
itself puts reading into the hands of 
many of the blind who otherwise would 
have none, 

‘The library sends books all through 
the States of New York, New Jersey and 
Connecticut. 


INSTRUCTOR EMBLOYED. 


The library employs a regular instruc- 
tor, Mrs. ©. M. Kellock, to go ubout the 
city and teach the blind to read. She 
gives instruction in any point or braille 
they wish to learn. ‘This instruction Js 
given free by the library. Several blind 
students in Columbia University are 
among those who make extensive use of 
the library, 

Miss Goldthwaite and those associated 
wilh her are much interested in constant 
discussion going on as to the advisa- 
bility of having one uniform system of 
writing and doing away with all the 
others. She says, however, that she is 
not willing yet to recommend one as 
against all the others, but she is thor- 
oughly convinced there should be one 
and only one. which siould be in inter- 
national So many types and 
brailles muke progress diflicull.

Some few years ago Dr. McNaughten 
Jones. wrote a useful little book on the 
care of .the sense organs in which he 


‘said:—“Many years of daily work in 


the treatment of affections of the eye, 
ear and throat, as physician to two 
large hospitals, has afforded me dn op- 
portunity of seeing the serious conse- 
quences which follow from the public 
ignorance of small matters that affect 
the health of these delicate organs,” 

Not only are people ignorant, but they 
are indifferent.. A single grey hair will 
give a woman more anxiely than fail- 
in¢ sight, and the average man expends 
more care and» money on his beard 
‘than on all his organs of sense. Yet 
it is through these instruments we ob- 
tain the whole sum of our knowledye. 


EYE MOST PRECIOUS. 


A consequence of the neglect of the 
éyes, the cars, the organs of tasje and 
smell, is that these are deteriorating, 
especially among the population of 
towns. Not until he is actually dis- 
abled by failing sight or deadened hear- 
ing does a man visit she doctor. If ne 
were prudent he would take warning 
from the very first symptom and seek 
advice, , 

The eye, the most precious of all, is 
exposed to the greatest dunger, Some 
of these dangers we cannot individual- 
ly avoid—the; hurtful glare of eleciric 
Jamps hung low in the streets, the in- 
suflicient light of offices, workrooms, and 
vublic libraries, the road-tlust, a cause 
not only of temporary pain, but often 
of lasting disease. But many precau- 
uuons are possible, 

Anyone Whose eyes are in the least 
delicate, for instance, should protect 
them by wearing a broad-rimmed hat 
on sunny days, and in the dazzling 
glure of the streets at night. 


READING IN TRAINS. 


flo should never read or wrile in 2 
CGim light. «In churches, at the opera, 
in trains, tramway-cars, and in many 
of the public libraries, the light is usu- 
ally so bad that reading is somewhat 
hurtful to the best eves, and, if prac- 
tised continually by those of weak sight, 
It is ruinous. 

In a railway carriage reading taxes 
the sight severely, however good the 
hght may be, and the least that should 
be done by way of precaution is to read 
only large print and for a short time. 
Otherwise, the penalty will be one day 
paid.

SOME BIG BITES. 


They Show the Power of the Jaws of 
the Crocodile. 

The pewer of the jaws of the croco- 
dile is terrific, says Sir Samuel Baker 
in his book on wild beasts. 

Once, he continues, he had the metal 
of a large hook the thickness of ordina- 
ry telegraph wire completely bent to- 
gether, the barbed point being pressed 
tic¢htly against the shank and rendered 
useless. This compression was caused 
by the snap of the jaws when seizing 
a live duck which he had used as a 
bait, the hook being fastened’ beneath 
one wing. On one occasion he found a 
fish weighing seventy pounds bitten 
clean through as if divided by a knife. 
This, again, was the work of the snap 
of the jaws of a crocodik, 

A Frenchman, M. Paul Bert, once 
made experiments on the strength of a

‘erocodile’s jaws by means of a dyne- 


mometer. He found that a crocodile 
weighing 120 pounds exerted a force-of 
308 pounds in closing his jaws. The 
lion has an enormous jaw power.

Let me show yon something which is 
more terrible than tragedy and more 
hideous than vice. It is a close wedged 
procession of thousands of happy but 
shabby men and women and children 
passing at a crawl between shop win- 
dows and costermongers’ barrows on 


|a Saturday night in winter in south- 
| east London. The wind from the 


Thames blows hither and thither the 
flames and naphtha lamps and makes 
them tug and hiss at the greasy burn- 
ers. It is bitterly cold. Women draw 


| their gray shawls closer over their 


heads; men turn up their coat collars, 
hump their shoulders and thrust their 
bands deeper in their pockets, and the 
blue faced children, squeezed between 
the legs of the crawling multitude, 
shiversand snuffile as they creep s0 
slowly fdrward with chattering teeth 
and purple lips, which twitch and 
shudder, half from cold and half from 
hunger.

A QUEER CUSTOM. 


Curious Basket Ceremony of Siamese 
Ancestral Worship. 

If the “basket supper’ of worthy tra- 
dition is a feature of New England 
chureh sociability, the orient has a 
fashion of its own connected with bas- 
kets and religious ceremony. Mary 
Cost, in her book on Siam, tells of a 
custom which forms a my$terious part 
of Siamese ancestral worship. 

The ceremony is called krachat, 
which, means basket. When the time 
for observing it is at hand, the king 
commands the’princess to:make large 
baskets and to buy articles with which 
to fill them. Around the palace booths 
are built, covered with red and white 
cloth, and here the baskets are display- 
cd. The king himself goes out to in- 
spect them. 

The baskets are filled with all sorts 
of things, from rice, sweetmeats, sugar, 
cakes and onions to articles of a more 
lasting nature. The baskets are woven 
in all sorts of curious shapes. One 
may be in the form of a cart hauled by 
two buffaloes covered with tobacco in- 
stead, gf hair and with many useful 
things in the cart. Tree baskets have 
all sorts of articles hanging to the 
branches, such as saws, knives, hand- 
kerehiefs, and so forth, Bushel bas- 
kets are pierced with doors, in and out 
of which run automatic dolls covered 
with coins. Some of the baskets are 
immense, being sixteen feet long.

Atoms of the Elements. 
So important is an exact knowledge 
of the atomic weights of the various 
chemical elements that there is an in- 
ternational commission which under- 
takes to revise the list of such weights 
once edch year in accordante with the 
latest researches.

Among 
these there are seven*whose atoms are 
heavier than those of gold—namely, 
mercury, thallium, lead, bismuth, ra- 
dium, thorium and uranium, which has 
the greatest atomic weight known.

The new liner is a revord-breaker in 
many respects. She is the largest, 
Icngest, broadest, and fastest passenger 
vesse! afloat. She was “built specially 
fo win the Atlamtic record back from 
Germany. . During her passage down 
the Clyde the river will be closed ta 
navigation. In order to accommodate 
her, the approach to the Liverpoo] -land- 
ing stage will have to be deepened. 

She has a length of 785 feet, gross 
tunnage 32.500, speed 25 knots. 

The Baltic is 726 feet long, the Kai- 
ser Wilhelm II. 684 feet. The Great 
Eastern was 680 feet. so it is easily 
seen that she has lots to spare over 
her rivals in size.

Advanced Age Means Much to Them, 
No Doubt. - 


When does an egg ¢ 
—that is a thoroughly quiet and desir- 
able egg? This question seems to bé 
handled with skill by a gentleman in 
England. His observations will interest 
Canadians for they have long beén stu- 
dents of the evolutionary process of 
eggs. Mr. Edward Browh, secretagy ol 
the National Poultry Organization, was 
recently talking to a representative of 
The London Daily News. : 

“The value of an egg is determined by 
its age,” he continued. “That may be 
said of be of the nature of an axiom.” 

The enunciation of the great truth 
which lies at the root of the egg indus- 
try has been rendered necessary by the 
proposal to introduce legislation for the 
stamping of foreign eggs. 

“English eggs do not need protection 
of this kind,’ continued Mr. Brown. 
“lhe demand is enormously in excess 
of the supply, and the wholesale price 
for the best quality has advanced by 
nearly thirty-six cents per great hun- 
dred during the last three or four years. 

“Bul if the demand for first-class eggs 
is to be maintained we must have a 
large supply of second<lass eggs.

AN 18-FOOT LAUNCH WITII TEN 

OCCUPANTS. 

The Dalvine was an 18-foot launch, 
and belonged to Leonard Daly, who, 
with his brother, Frank Daly, took the 
party out. From their mooring in the 
Humber River they set out to Hanlan’'s 
Keint shortly after 9 o'clock. There 
were on board the Daly brothers, Wal- 
ter Dundin, John Irvine, Joseph Irwin, 
Frank Kyl, Reginald Miller, Gordon 
Larocque, Dawson Niehrgang and 
George Shields, the survivor. Although 
the little craft was not intended to carry 
as many as ten? they crowded in, and 
the journey to the point was made 
over smooth water withoyt a mishap. 
The party remained until iq o'clock, and 
us they were about to start for home i 
began to rain, and as it was only a light 
Sprinkle, they waited to see if it would 
stop. At 12.30 the clouds lifted and they 
Started out. All went wel! for nearly 
three-quarters of the journey. As they 
sped along in .the darkness they en- 
livened their homeward way with merry 
Scngs and laughter, 

Past Sunnyside they sailed, oblivious 
of any impending danger. Suddenly 
the dark clouds gathered again, and 
flashes of lightning, followed by sharp 
peals of thunder, warned them of the 
approach of a storm. Almost before 
they had time to make things secure the 


rain broke upon them, and the seas 
dashed over the heavily crowded 
launch. The engine stopped, and before 


the occupants could find out what was 
the metter with it the boat swung 
around into the trough of the seas. The 
waves swept over them with “increasing 
fury, and their singing changed to cries 
for help as they were swept into the icy 
waters. What happened after that no 
one will ever know. Shields says he 
heard someone cry, “Hang to the boat,” 
but it was pitch dark, and he could see 
ncthing. The storm redoubled its force, 
and the frail shell became the play- 
thing of the breakers. 

As late as 10 minutes to 2 o'clock the 
Singing was heard by Policé Constabte 
Lewis, of the Parkdale Station, who was 
patrolling his beat along the Lake Shore 
Road. He could also hear the quick beat 
of the engine between the lulls in the 
wind and the noise of: the thunder. 
Suddenly the singing changed to cries 
for help. ‘Tne constable peered into the 


Frank Daly, Kyle, Dundin, Irwin and 
myself swam back together to the 
launeh. John Irvine swam alongside. 
] don't know when I lost sight of him. 

“Irvine and Torocque, the two strong- 
est swimmers of the party, swam for 
the shore. Others lost their hold on 
the upturned boat and disappeared. 
Finally, only, Dundin and the survivor 
remained clinging to the submerged 
launch. Shields believed that the 
Isunch would drift to land, and this it 
dij just before» daybreak. He stumb- 
led through the shallow water to the 
beach, where he sank to the ground 
exhausted and benumbed with cold. 
Afler lying for a period of time, which 
he estimates at helf an hour, Shields 
arose and made his way home through 
High Park, arriving about five o'clock. 

He is naturally somewhat confused 
as to the hours at which the various 
incidents which he mentioned occurred. 
For instance, he thought that the boat 
must have capsized at 3.30 a.m., and 
that he was from two to two and a 
half hours in the water; vet he arrived 
home at about five o'clock. 


ALL THE BODIES RECOVERED. 


All the bodies of the nine victims of 
Friday morning's launch disaster off 
Hlumber Bay have now been recovered, 
the last two having been taken from the 
waters on Sunday afternoon. In the 
pulpits of several Toronto Junction 
churches on Sunday touching references 
were made to the tragedy.

RAN TRAIN THROUGH FIRE. 


Train Loaded With Chinese Runs Upon 
Burning Bridge. 


A despatch from Fort William, Ont., 
Says: Thut another terrible wreck aid 
rot occur on the C. P. R. on Saturday 
morning is due to the bravery of two 
of the company’s employes, who risked 
their lives to save a trainload of China- 
len, who were guing through to New 
York on a special train. Engineer .Mc- 
Ada, who was on the engine drawing 
the Chinese special, was approaching 
the Rideout Rivér at great speed, when, 
glancing uhead, he noticed that the big 
bridge was a mass of flames. He threw 
en the emergency brake and called to 
the fireinan to jump, which both men 
succeeded in doing without injury. 
When the engineer gathered himself to- 
gether he neoliced that the train had 
tun right into the middle of the burn- 
ing bridge dnd that already some of 
the coaches were on fire. He immedi- 
ately climbed aboard and ran forward 
ts the engine, through the cars. ‘The 
engine was in the centre of the flames, 
but the engineer pulled open the 
throttle and ran part of the train across 
tie bridge. When safel¥ across it was 
discovered that six coaches were still 
on the bridge, the coupling having 
hrokem. loose when the brakes went on. 
Another train was also due in a few 
riinutes, and there was grave danger 
of Tt running into the rear of the 
coaches. Brakesman Wilson rose to 
the occasion and swam across the river, 
climbed up on the bank, hurried down 
the track, and tlagged the approaching 
train. The engine was soon uncoupled 
and three of the cars were pulled away 
to safety. Three others were tolally 
cansumed by the flames, but the occu- 
pars all escaped. Ten sections of the 
bridge were also destroyed and all traf- 
lic was tied up for oVer seventeen hours,

For the most rifling offences, compar- 
atively, men are condemned. «At Riga, a 
youny man named Danbe, for the theft 
0: five dollars, was sentenced to deuth, 
and two girls, accomplices, aged twelve 
aud twenty years, respectively, were ex- 
iled to hard labor for life.
